The following portions of Section 112.7 were not discussed? 

112.7(a) - No discussion was made of the oil spill that occurred 
on January 30, 1975. 

112.7(h) No analysis was made of spill potential. 

Il2.7(e)(4)(1li) - No mention 1s made of whether the tank truck 
loading area is equipped with a warning system to avoid a truck leaving 
with a hose still attached. 

These discrepancies are minor. However, it Is felt that the facility 
should remove All buried waste chemical drums and dispose of them in a 
proper sanitary landfill. Also, the facility should be required to monitor 
the effluent from their dikedareas under their NPOES permit.
